The Federal Poll 

H AVING at last ended his long Hamlet-like period 
of indecision Prime Minister Pearson has 
announced that a federal general election win be held 
an November 8. His reasons as expounded to the 
Canadian people via the media of radio and television 
were not convincing. 

Mr. Pearson cited the uncertainty of minority 
government as inducing his desire for a strong 
majority mandate, claiming that the leaders of all 
the opposition parties would unite to defeat his gov¬ 
ernment if Parliament returned to a new session this 
month. His two-and-a-half years of office is a denial 
of this assumption, since ail the opposition groups 
have been careful through absenteeism and by varying 
thslr support on voting measures not to combine in 
order to upset his regime. 

In addition, there is unified agreement among 
the opposition parties that a general election should 
not be held under the present constituency basis. 
That in itself would ensure Mr. Pearson’s continuance 
in office until this is changed. 

On this point the prime minister said he is 
advised by responsible officials that redistribution of 
electoral districts cm the basis of the 1961 census, as 
authorised by legislation passed by the Commons, 
cannot take place before October of next year, and 
perhaps not until early In 1967. Other Ottawa sources 
believe the redistribution could be effected before this, 
and in any case why not October 1966 instead of 
November 1965? 

In his usual generalised semantics Mr. Pearson 
claimed that his government had passed a great deal 
of important legislation — which obviously suggests 
that his minority position could not have been im¬ 
peded by the opposition—and that there are issues 
and problems of great importance to be dealt with. | 
What these are to impel an immediate election he 
did not detail. 

Hs did not mention It but the chief Issue facing 
the country at present is that of integrity and moral 
purpose in governance. On this score alone, and in 
view of the recent scandals that have involved his 
regime, he should be denied the larger mandate he 
now seeks. 

There is no guarantee either that an election 
held under the unreality of the present constituency 
boundaries will remit In a clear-cut majority for any 
party, something that the new distribution of parlia¬ 
mentary seats in accordance with population changes 
and growth since 1951 would make more valid. 

The month at November, also, is not one that in 
relation to the early onset of winter conditions nor¬ 
mally In many parts of Canada may bring out the 
desired maximum vote. 

But November 8 it is, bringing at least some 
opportunity for the country to effect the change of 
government that would be beneficial to the nation. 

U.N. Gang Busters 

ORGANIZED crime, says Quebec's Justice Minister 
k/ Claude Wagner, exists In his province in all 
walks of life, even inside the noblest professions. 

“It exists even in political bodies," he added. 
Whether he had reference to the case of Lucien 
Rivard and the alleged attempts at bribery of a 
person dose to the prime minister of Canada, the 
report of Mr. Wagner's address to the International 
Criminological Congresa did not disclose. 

Apparently the Quebec justice minister did not 
elaborate on his charge of the existence of crime, or 
the Influence of criminal syndicates, within the polit¬ 
ical fabric of the country. But it Is enough to know 
that it Is there. 

It Is insufferable as it Is disturbing. 

He went on to point out that In the United States 
between 1958 and 1963, while the population increased 
by 7 per cent, the crime rate rose 27 per cent. The 
increase was proportionate In Canada, 

He recommended that in the light of the universal 
emergency the United Nations set up a study project 
of world-wide crime and its organization. 

It la sad to contemplate this trend of lawlessness, 
and sadder still to have to admit that ail too fre¬ 
quently nations of accepted Integrity flout agreements 
or move unilaterally in crises which normally 
should have been dealt with by international bodies 
concerned. 

It would be desirable, but probably ineffective, 
if moral prophylaxis could be applied at the top; but 
by all means let the United Nations examine the 
extent of decay at another level, and lead the way 
to its eradication—even in Canadian politics. 

Pot-Pourri of Arms 

XTOT many years ago, humanitarians and other 
peace-loving groups were convinced that wars 
were conceived, aided and abetted by the world's 
great armament corporations, of which Krupps was 
popularly, if not actually, held to be the main villain 
of a nasty business. 

Times, however, have changed. Since the First 
World War, the nations have banded themselves 
Into international keep-the-peace groups such as the 
League of Nations and the United Nations. 

But while these groups have done their utmost 
to become the guardians of law and order the world 
over, their power has been limited. 

It is only to well known that wealthy member 
nations have made official shipmenta of armaments 
of all sorts to smaller nations whom they believe to 
be on the side of righteousness. 

Once armed these righteous nations have unfor¬ 
tunately had the temerity to change their spots with 
embarrassing and damaging repercussions to their 
benefactors. 

In the new war between India and Pakistan, it 
would be almost comical if it was not so tragic to find 
the origins of what is in the rival war chests. 

According to reports, Pakistan is using U.S. 
Sabres and F-104 Starfighters in its air force to 
operate against British Hunters and Vampires and 
Russian MiG-21's in the Indian Air Force. 

Indeed the U.S. which has regarded Pakistan in 
the past as a sort of antidote to India's suspected 
communistic leanings, has poured $1,200,000,000 
worth of warlike goods into that country, only to 
find that the money may possibly have gone into the 
wrong camp so far as U.S. ideology is concerned. 

One might be pardoned for wondering if the 
armament aid of the "do-good” nations is after all 
so very much different from activities of the old-time 
private enterprise warmongers. India-Pakistan may 
supply the answer.

The drop I* caused by an 
anticipated record crop of cane 
and beet, sugar In many parts of 
tiie world. 

The price of raw sugar tor 
October delivery in the New 
York Commodity market has 
dropped to J1.72 per hundred 
pounds, the lowest In the mem¬ 
ory of most sugar traders.

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IT BEATS ME

"Who,’* goes the popular question of the moment," is 
going to win the National League pennant?” Not a day passes 
that I don't get it at least once, and it's just as hard to answer 
today as it was last April before the 10 clubs took off on the 
baseball road which leads to the world series. After five 
months of play practically nothing has been decided, nor Has 
there much indication of what the decision might be. 

It*s a bit closer than anyone could possibly have foreseen 
but it's just about what could have bqen expected. When 
baseball buffs started figuring out things before the season 
started they began by dismissing New York Mets, Houston 
Astros and Chicago Cubs as pennant material. Then most of 
them added Pittsburgh Pirates to the scrap heap. 

That left six clubs, and all had plenty of backers. This 
morning, with hardly more than 20 games left for each, four 
clubs are under a blanket at the head of the parade and two 
others are nursing pennant hopes. The only unexpected de¬ 
velopment other than the very closeness of It all has been 
having the Pirates replace the defending-champion St. Louis 
Cardinals, who collapsed with their series opponents, the (re¬ 
member them?) New York Yankees. 1' 

The beauty al It all is that even at this late date there is 
no evidence which gives any of the top four clubs a bettor 
case than the other three. 


A look at what had happened up until yesterday morning 
just adds to the closeness which shows up in the league tables. 
Fully one-third of the games played between the six top clubs 
had been decided by one run or in extra innings, and these 
games showed Cincinnati Reds with a 41-36 log, Pittsburgh 
at 44-40, Los Angeles Dodgers at 42-39, San Francisco Giants 
at 38-39. Milwaukee Braves at 34-38 and Philadelphia Phillies 
at 37-44. 

That the Pirates are just about on the ropes stems from 
their 3-11 log against the Cardinals and a 10-8 difficulty with 
Ihe Astros. And the Phillies are out of it because of trouble 
(5-13) with th** Reds and the smallest plus (eight games) of 
the six clubs against the three trailers. The Mels, particularly, 
put a spoke in the Philly wheel by winning six of 12 games 
played. 

At leaat two conclusions can be drawn from the schedule 
left as of yesterday morning. It definitely seems to give the 
Dodgers an edge and gives the Braves the biggest test. 

The Dodgers had only nine games left against the other 
five contenders, six against the Braves and three against the 
Reds. The Braves also had six left against each of the Giants 
and Phillies and only six against the bottom trio—18 of 24 
•gainst tough opposition. 

Another boost fa.- the Dodgers is that the Giants had seven 
games left against the Reds in addition to the six against the 
Braves. And the Reds had three left against the Pirates, who 
lead then- 7-8. in addition to the seven with the Giants and 
three with the Dodgers. 

But while the Dodgers look the best off with a favorable 
•chedule and the likelihood they can arrange for Koufax and 
Drysdale to start half of their remaining games and the Braves 
look precariously perched because of the schedule, it may not 
mean a thing. 

The Dodgers have had trouble with the Braves (5-7), they 
•till have six games left against the still-dangerous Cardinals, 
who have been tough at 6-6,’and there are signs that their 
two-man pitching staff is showing the strain of pitching for a 
team which otherwise hardly looks major league. And going 
for the Braves is that right-down-the-lineup, long-ball attack 
which could shred pitching staffs which have had few breathers 
this season. 

That could balance off the Ix-st and worst positions and, 
as has to he evident, takes this pennant race down to the last 

few days if not the last day. 


And who is to lose? 

Let’s start with the Braves. They certainly have the punch 
hut they have also had a rather-glaring Inconsistency which 
hardly makes them a likely bet to beat that schedule, par¬ 
ticularly with pitching that is not too solid. 

Now It gets tougher. The Dodgers do have that schedule 
break, they have shown a real ability to rally and Koufax and 
Drysdale could regain their old-time mastery. On the other 
hand, Maury Wills, who is their key on offence, has been 
playing on a gimpy leg which gets no better and they have 
rookies, who could suddenly realize how bad the tension is, 
in too many places. Out, reluctantly and with some trepidation. 

It takes even more nerve to say the Giants won't make it. 
They have a two-game bulge on the losing side, big at this 
point in this race, and they appear to have found the spirit 
they were sometimes accused of lacking after the unfortunate 
Maricbal incident. And, most of all, they have Willie Mays, 
who H not only ba*° ball's greatest one-man wrecking crew 
when right but art inspirational leader no team can match. 
But Mays has to slay as hot as he has been, and that's hard 
to keep up. 

That leaves the Reds, and not only because my annual 
wager went on them last spring. It leaves them because when 
the real teat comes, the best team is the best bet and the Reds 
probably have baseball's most-solid lineup. They are de¬ 
fensively sound and they lead both leagues in hitting. But for 
a thoroughly unexpected pitching letdown they could have 
been in the clear somi time back. Two or three good games 
from Jim O'Toole would do It.

It is a somewhat chastening experience in my 
farewell column oLthis British season to concede that 
the Butten Boys Experiment—the finest venture, in 
principle, of golf’i post-war years—has failed.

The target: a true British champion 
in perhaps three years. 

It was—and Is—a superb plan. Where it came un 
•tuck was In a disagreement over what constitutes a “crash" 
course snd whst results could be expected after only one 
year, 

Man vs. Computer 

Butten la a man of tremendous energy and drive. Hia 
profession la buriness efficiency. But he became interested In 
golf only in middle-age and, aa he has now discovered, It Is 
Impossible to apply machine-like, computer systems to any¬ 
thing as complex as a human being. 

His boys, in fact, were finally spending more time re¬ 
cording the statistics of their drives and putts than they 
were In actually hitting the ball. And in the end they never 
knew whether they were coming or going. 

Many of Butten * ideas ware admirable. He was a tiger 
for dieting, physical fitness, weight-training for muscle 
building, ever speech-training to build up self-confidence. 
Absolutely right. 

But when it comes to hitting a golf ball natural talent 
and self-expression Is everything. If you don't believe me 
Just look at Sam Snead's swing—and he'd earned a million 
dollars before he took a lesson. 

There ere parallels In other sports. Denis Compton 
would have been ruined as a cricketer had hla strokes been 
analysed in a computer. And how could any logic or mathe¬ 
matical formula hava improved Stanley Matthews’s 
gepiua aa a footballer? 

In the best organized training schemes room must be 
left for natural talent and individual temperament. And that 
Is where Butten and Z disagreed. As the financial backer 
of the project Butt an was obviously entitled to the last 
word. So a parting of the ways was inevitable. 

Can 9 t Be Manufactured 

It Is a shattering disappointment for, after a lifetime's 
experience In golf, I know that after only one year of a three- 
year scheme we were on the right road. 

But just as you cannot manufacture a concert pianist 
In 12 months, neither can you lathe-turn a good golfer into 
a world-beater In that time. 

Hdwever, good may yet come of It. As this English 
season draws to a close we are looking for a sponsor who 
will back us to continue our work. Hie keenness Is certainly 
there and already two of the former Butten Boys, Tommy 
Horton and Brian Barnes, are off to whiter In South Africa. 

I hope, In the end, that wa shall still produce at least 
one young British golfer who will challenge the Palmers, 
the Nicklauses and the Players for a place at the pinnacle 
of their profession. 

When we do I shall be the first to sricnowledge the pert 
that Ernest Butten played He had the virion and th# IniKa- 
tJv# to get the acheme going and I trust that our little 
contretemps of recent weeks la only a passing equall. 

That, more now than even winning titles far myself, 
Is my Ufe's ambition. 

In this year of 1965 w# have only made the atari 
But I remain positive It is only the Brat instalment of a 
story that will finally be labelled SUCCESS.

Bitter Cucumbers 


By M. V. CHE8NUT 

I have had a few letters from read¬ 
ers recently complaining about bitter 
cucumbers. The vines have grown well, 
there has been a good let of fruit, but 
In many case* the cucumbers were too 
bitter to eat. It might be interesting to 
enquire Into some of the possible causes. 

In at least one at the cases reported 
to pie, the trouble was due to choosing 
the wrong kind of seed; this reader had 
sown seed* of the long green English 
cucumber, probably Covent Garden or 
Telegraph. These are greenhouse vari¬ 
eties and were never intended to be 
grown outdoors. v . 

English long green cucumbers can 
form fruits without the blossom* being 
pollinated: in fact, they must NOT be 
pollinated or they will turn bitter and 
form a bulbous seed cavity on one end 
of the fruit Because of this, the venti¬ 
lators in cucumber greenhouses are 
usually screened to exclude insects 
which could pollinate the blossoms. Ia 
the case reported to me, the long greens 
were grown outdoors and the blossoms 
were pollinated, probably by ants, hence 
the bitter flavor.

Outdoor cucumber varieties normally 
carry both male and female blossom*, 
and pollen from the male flowers must 
reach the female* before any fruits will 
form. With some of the new all-female 
hybrids auch as Spartan Dawn, It is 


necessary to grow another variety near¬ 
by to provide the male pollen. Pollina¬ 
ting does not cause bitterness in out¬ 
door cucumbers. 

One fairly common cause of bitter¬ 
ness is too much sun an the fruit*. I 
ran into this trouble myself on one oc¬ 
casion when I attempted to grow cu¬ 
cumbers on a south-facing garage wall; 
the vines grew well but the fruits were 
too bitter to eat, while the same variety 
trailing an the ground nearby were 
sweet, crisp and wholesome. It must 
be remembered that the normal way for 
cucumbers to grow Is along the ground, 
with the fruits shaded from the sun by 
them own leaves. Any attempt to re¬ 
move some of the leaves and expose the 
fruits to the suh will almost always re¬ 
sult in bitterness.

This isn’t the only cause, of course, 
for even properly shaded vines will oc¬ 
casionally produce inedible fruits. I 
don't think this has anything to do with 
the chemical composition of th* soil or 
lack of manure, for it Is quite a com¬ 
mon thing to find fine-flavored cucum¬ 
bers growing side by side with vine* 
that produoe nothing but bitter fruits. 

While this ts pure guesswork on my 
part, I have an idea that these bitter 
cucumbers are unstable hybrids revert¬ 
ing to one of their ancestral varieties. 
The cucumber is cloaely related to a 
South American plant with which the 
Amazon natives .poison ' their arrows, 


and it is possible that a very slight 
trace of this arrow poison is present 
in ALL cucumbers, .ifhich could account 
for the fact that some folks can't eat 
cucumbers at all. 

In.slightly greater concentration, it 
mi gift be the causa of the bitterness 
that irpops up in some plants. About all 
you'do In this case k try a different 
variety of seed.

Both sides thanked the 
president for his kind offer but said they preferred to 
continue the talks in Pittsburgh.

Naturally, the navy would 
like to get Its sea legs Into some 
nuclear subs but so far the cost 
has ruled out any such pro¬ 
gram. 

The defence department now 
Is buying three conventional 
submarines from Britain for 
$11,000,000 each. The first is to 
be commissioned this month.

The department has an¬ 
nounced it will buy another sub¬ 
marine about 1970 to replace! 
HMCS Grilse, a Second World 
War sub acquired from the U.S. 
as a training craft on the West

going major league. 

"All we need are two addi¬ 
tional buildings and outright 
ownership of some more 
players." said Leader. "People 
will support major league 
hockey no matter where it is.” 

Leader, who has never been 
consulted, “Or even written a 
letter" about proposed National 
League expansion (that could 


wips out his six-team pro cir¬ 
cuit!, fought back during ait 
interview from his Seattle 
office. 

The WHL president said the 
National League faces a twin 
dilemma which influenced Us 
decision to "talk" expansion. 

I * * * 

Firstly, the NHL is playing 
to capacity crowds in moat of 
its cities and looks enviously 
at the millions of dollars a year 
the national and American foot¬ 
ball league clubs in the U.S. are 
receiving. It has appointed a 
researcher to investigate the 
prospects of national TV in the 
U.S. 

Secondly, the Western League 


has threatened to go "major" 
on its own, possibly forcing a 
player war the NHL wouldn't 
like fighting. 

The WHL has is own share of 
millionaires, and four of - the 
clubs, Los Angeles, San Fran¬ 
cisco, Seattle and Portland, 
already own more than half 
their players. San Francisco 
and L.A. have also set up their 
own farm systems, but are 
growing impatient waiting for 
their own league to expand. 

In addition to casting a jaun¬ 
diced eye towhrd added TV 
revenue, the NHL clubs have 
said the "outside" teams wish¬ 
ing to join, must toss S2 million 
each into the NHL coffers. 


"This itself isn't a bad 
plum for the NHL,” said 
Leader. 

Ip return, the joiners would 
get a franchise, plus 20 
players, not necessarily NHL 
players, but from NHL-spon- 
sored clubs. 

* ★ * 

Leader is skeptical about the 
calibre of player that would be 
offered, and notes the “top 
dogs" in the NHL haven't done 
much to help the perennial base¬ 
ment dwelling Boston Bruins 
and New York Rangers (al¬ 
though e\en without contenders, 
New York and Boston draw big 
crowds). 

His league needs Vancouver 


and one other centre with a 
major league building before it 
can declare itself major league. 

"And we'll have it, if Van¬ 
couver doesn't desert us," he 
said, describing Vancouver as 
being "destined to become the 
greatest city in Canada.” 

If Vancouver did build a new 
ice palace, other WHL teams 
ready to go major league In¬ 
clude the following (arena seat- 
capacities shown in brackets): 
Los Angeles (14,500); San Fran¬ 
cisco (now 12,000 with 2,000-seat 
expansion to 14,000 planned); 
Seattle (12,300); and Portland 
<10,500 and able to expand). 

Seattle could not expand Ms 
present seating capacity, but 


Leader said ticket prices could 
be increased to meet revenue re¬ 
quirements. 

Leader said a sixth city would 
be needed before his league 
could expand on its own. The 
present sixth team in the league 
is Victoria, but the city and 
arena are both below major 
league proportions.

Moat probable successor to 
Victoria would be San Diego 
where construction starts next 
Wednesday on a 13.600-seat 
arena that is scheduled for com¬ 
pletion Oct. 1. 1966. 

The WHL holds the hockey 
territorial tights on the west, 
coast and the NHL couldn't in¬ 


vade without paying the dis¬ 
placed clubs a healthy in¬ 
demnity. 

Leader would just as soon for¬ 
get the indemnities, and possible 
court battles that might ensue, 
and proceed with his own major 
league. 

The Western League already 
has begun expanding in its own 
quiet way. This season each 
club will play eight inter-lock¬ 
ing games with clubs from the 
American Hockey League. 

Leader said major league ex¬ 
pansion is at least three, and 
jiossibly four years away, and 
didn't discount the possibility 
his league could be making the 
announcement.

FAN FARE 


"Who," goes the popular question of the moment," is 
going to win the National League pennant?" Not a day passes 
that I don’t get it at least once, and it’s just as hard to answer 
today as it was last April before the 10 clubs took off on the 
baseball road which leads to the world series. After five 
months of play practically nothing has been decided, nor has 
ihere much indication of what the decision might be. 

It's a bit closer than anyone could possibly have foreseen 
but it’s just about what could have been expected. When 
baseball buff3 started figuring out things before the season 
started they began by dismissing New York Mets. Houston 
Astros and Chicago Cubs as pennant material. Then most of 

f ern added Pittsburgh Pirates to the scrap heap. 

That left six clubs, and all had plenty of backers. This 
morning, with hardly more than 20 games left for each, four 
clubs are under a blanket at the head of the parade and two 
others are nursing pennant hopes. The only unexpected de¬ 
velopment other than the very closeness of it all has been 
having the Pirates replace the defending-ohampion St. Louis 
Cardinals, who collapsed with their series opponents, the (re¬ 
member them?) New York Yankees. 

The beauly of it all is thrft even at this late date there is 
ho evidence which gives any of the top four clubs a better 
case than the other three. 


-• A look at what had happened up until yesterday morning 
&ist adds to the closeness which shows up in the league tables. 
Fully one-third of the games played between the six top clubs 
had been decided by one run or in extra Innings, and these 
games showed Cincinnati Reds with a 41-36 log. Pittsburgh 
at 44-40, Los Angeles Dodgers at 42-39, San Francisco Giants 
at 38-39, Milwaukee Braves at 34-38 and Philadelphia Phillies 
gt 37-44. 

J That the Pirates are just about on the ropes stems from 
their 3-11 log against the Cardinals and a 10-8 difficulty with 
the Astros. And the Phillies are out of it because of trouble 
(5-13) with the Reds and the smallest plus (eight games) of 
the six clubs against the three trailers. The Mets. particularly, 
put a spoke in the Philly wheel by winning six of 12 games 
jflayed. 

* At least two conclusions can be drawn from the schedule 
left as of yesterday morning. It definitely seems to give the 
Dodgers an edge and gives the Braves the biggest test. 

The Dodgers had only nine games left against the other 
five contenders, six against the Braves and three against the 
Reds. The Braves also had six left against each of the Giants 
and Phillies and only six against the bottom trio—18 of 24 
•gainst tough opposition. 

Another boost for the Dodgers is that the Giants had seven 
games left against the Reds in addition to the six against the 
Braves. And the Reds had three left against the Pirates, who 
load them 7-8. in addition to the seven with the Giants and 
three with the Dodgers. 

But while the Dodgers look the best off with a favorable 
■chedule and the likelihood they can arrange tot Koufax and 
Drysdale to start half of their remaining games and the Braves 
look precariously perched because of the schedule, it may not 
mean a thing. 

The Dodgers have had trouble with the Braves (5-7). they 
•tili have six games left against the still-dangerous Cardinals, 
who have been tough at 6-6, and there are signs that their 
two-man pitching staff is showing the strain of pitching for a 
team which otherwise hardly looks major league. And going 
for the Braves is that right-down-the-lineup. long-ball attack 
which could shred pitohing staffs which have had few breathers 
this season 

That could balance off the best and worst positions and. 
as has to be eVident. takes this pennant race down to the last 
few days if not the last day. 


And who is to lose? 

Let’s start with the Braves. They certainly have the punch 
but they have also had a rothcr-glaring inconsistency which 
hardly makes them a likely bet to beat that schedule, par¬ 
ticularly with pitching that is not too solid. 

Now it gets tougher. The Dodgers do have that schedule 
break, they have shown a real ability to rally and Koufax and 
Drysdale could regain their old-time mastery. On the other 
hand, Maury Wills, who is their key on offence, has been 
playing on a gimpy leg which gets no better and they have 
rookies, who could suddenly realize how bad the tension is, 
in too many places. Out. reluctantly and with some trepidation. 

It takes even more nerve to say the Giants won't make it. 
They have a two-game bulge on the losing side, big at this 
point in this rac?. and they appear to have found the spirit 
they were sometimes accused of lacking after the unfortunate 
Marichal incident. And. most of all, they have Willie Mays, 
who is not only baseball's greatest one-man wrecking crew 
when right but an inspirational leader no team can match. 
But Mays has to stay as hot as he has been, and that's hard 
to keep up. 

That leaves the Reds, and not only because my annual 
wager went on them last spring. It leaves them because when 
4hc real test comes, the best team is the best bet and the Reds 
probably have baseball's most-solid lineup. They are de¬ 
fensively sound and they lead both leagues In hitting. But for 
« thoroughly unexpected pitching letdown they could have 
been in the clear some time back. Two or three good games 
from Jim O'Toole would do it.

Dancing Bovines Frolic 
As Their Master Yodels

KUPER ISLAND—This is the 
story o t dancing cows, o t m 
bloodless bullfight, and of big 
brown cows who listen in 
French. 

It is also the story of an 
Island paradise, and the man 
from Switzerland who yodels to 
his Brown Swiss Cattle. 

All blend together like a paint* 
ing. 

The paradise is the Lamalchi 
Bay farm in the southern part 
of Kuper Island about four miles 
northeast of Chemainus. a 20- 
minute ride in a power boat. 

The crystal waves softly slap 
the beach, which slopes into the 
green pastures of the 100-aere 
farm which 51-year-old Rene 
Moerl manages for Mrs. M.

OTTAWA (CP)—United States 
policy in Viet Nam took a 
steady pounding from the Com¬ 
munist Bloc Wednesday as the 
54ih inter-parliamentary confer¬ 
ence opened 10 days of debate 
on world issues 


Iron Curtain nations domi¬ 
nated the speakers list for the 
first general session. They con¬ 
demned American aggression in 


Souiheari Asia and demanded 
an immediate end to the bomb¬ 
ings of North Viet Nam 


The U.S. delegation got its 
chance to reply later but dele¬ 
gation leader Alexander Pirme. 
a Republican congressman from 
New York, concentrated much 
of his address on disarmament 
proposals. 

On Viet Nam. he said only 
that thf U S. shares the general 


concern over thi* ordeal and 
wants an early peace. 

* * * 

Hie main defence of Western 
policy in Viet Nam came from 
Australian MP William J. 
Aston who placed full blame 
for the situation on the Com¬ 
munists. He said his country is 
not interested in anything less 
than a genuine settlement which 
would protect the integrity of 
South Viet Nam. 

Y. V. Peive, leader of the 


Soviet delegation, accused the 
T’.S. of "barbarian means of 
mass extermination" in Viet 
Nam.
